It is not at all probable that Minister 
Denby has been directed to make such 
demand as that to be made by the 
British Minister at Peking, as it is 
known here that such a demand will 
not be necessary. It is understood that 
the Chinese Minister had informed his 
government that the best interests of 
China will be served by according to 
the American and British officers the 
most thorough facilities for obtaining all 
information desired. The attention of 
China has been called to the fact that 
when the United States government was 
investigating the Chinese riots in this 
country officials of the Chinese govern- 
ment were asked to be present to ob- 
tain all the particulars. 

It is not believed at the State Depart- 
ment that the refusal of the Chinese 
authorities will do more than to delay 
the investigation for a time, until the 
Chinese government can direct the cffi- 
cers at Ku-Chang to accord the Amer- 
ican and British officials the right to be 
present and to direct the investigation 
into the channels which will bri out 
the facts. |

The Result a Source of Gratification 
to Matt Quay. ; 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—The Re- 
publican primaries to select seventy 
delegates to the State convention and 
also to choose candidates for various 
city offices, were held here tonight. The 
indications at midnight are that the 
Quay faction have certainly elected 
eighteen delegates and possibly twenty- 
two, with one or two districts and five 
additional delegates still in doubt. The 
anti-Quay people concede the Senator 
sixteen votes. ‘ 
The polls were open from 6 o'clock to 
8 o'clock p.m. and the scenes around 
the various polling places in districts 
in which there were contests, recalled 
an exciting political election. Never be- 
fore in the history of the Republican 
party in this city has there been such a 
fight in the primaries. In many wards 
almost a full Republican vote was 
polled. Although the contest was an 
earnest one, there was very little disor- 
der and the few arrests that were made 
were for minor offenses. yeas 
The result was in some respects a 
surprise to Senator Quay himself, who 
did not expect to overcome the influence 
that would be brought to bear against 
him in certain localities. The thirty- 
seven wards of the city dre grouped into 
twenty-eight legislative districts and 
these elected from one to seven dele- 
gates each.

As will be noted from the American 
Economist’s figures, the English people 
bought eggs last year from Russia, 
Denmark, Belgium, Germany, France, 
Canada and other countries to the ex-. 
tent of 11,876,968 great hundreds, or 
188,769,680 dozens, or to the exent of 
nearly one billion and a half eggs. It 
cost them to pay for these hen prod- 
ucts, that were laid in Russia or Den- 
mark or Germany or Belgium or 
France or Canada or elsewheré, and 
placed upon their breakfast tables as 
fresh eggs a week or so later, the sum 
of 318,426,118. 

These figures illustrate the extent 
and importance of an industry which 
most persons at first thought would be 
likely to regard as inconsequential. 
The statistics given serve to show how 
essential it is that the bulwark of pro- 
tection shall not be allowed to be 
beaten down at any point. The popu- 
lation of the United States being more 
than double that of Great Britain, our 
consumption of poultry products is 
necessarily nearly or quite double the 
consumption of the former country. 
These products should be raised at 
home. There is no reason whatever 
why we should import niillions upon 


produce them at home. The argument 
applies, with equal force, to all other 
commodities which we are capable of 
produ eing. Wit 

Speaking of the effects of the enor- 
mous imports of eggs upon English 
farmers, the Economist pointedly 

“The English farmers are not so 
Prosperous or well-to-do that they can 


and we have no doubt that some little

The first convention of walnut-grow- 
ers ever held in the United States, or 
tor that matter in the world, opened in 
this city yesterday morning. 

It was hela in the assembly rooms of 
the Chamber of- Commerce. The at- 
tendance was large, worthy in every 
respect of Southern California, for it 
should not be forgotten that the con- 
vention was strictly a Southern Califor- 

It was held in response to an invita- 

tion issued by the Loe Nietos and Ran- 

chito Walnut-growers’ Association ex- 
pressing a desire for a general meeting 
of those interested or engaged in the 
walnut industry in the counties of Ven- 

tura, Santa Barbaia, Orange, San Di- 
‘ego and Los Angeles, All of the coun- 

tles mentioned had representatives 

resent. Among them were: Judge A.

Besides these there were many others 
present who felt interested in walnut 
culture, so that before the appointed 
me of meeting the assembly-room of 
the mber of Commerce, where the 
Convention was held, was well filled 
with an interested gathering. 
’ Punctually at 10:30 a.m. A. Dorman, 
resident of the Los Nietos Walnut- 
wers’ Association, ascended the plat- 
orm and called the convention to or- 
der. In few and concise terms he 
' gtated that the convention had been 
ealied for the purpose of promoting the 
Walnut industry of California and es- 
tablishing a closer relation between 
the walhut-growing sections of South- 
ern California, and, if possible, forming 
an organization whereby the walnut 
product the entire State could .be 
ahdled systematically.. He thén stated 
= that the first thing in order was the se- 
 ie¢tion of & chairman and secretary. 
Judge A. E. Davis of Downey was 

: elected chairman and Frank E. Kel- 
of Goleta secretary. 
Atter taking the chair and thanking 
those present for the honor conferred 
him, Chairman Davis appointed the 


2 


owing gentlemen a Committee on 
Programme: Elwood Cooper, Col. Rus- 
sell Heath, Santa Barbara county; H. 
L. Montgomery, C. A. Coffman, Los 
Angeles county; H. A. Snow, orange 
county. A recess of twenty minutes 
was then taken to allow the committee 
to formulate a programme. Elwood 
Cooper was chosen chairman of the 
committee, and before the allotted time 
of recess. had expired the committee 
returned and through the chairman re- 
ported the following as the order of 
business: (1) Selection of soil, (2) 
climate, (3) variety, (4) planting, (5) 
pruning, 6) cultivation, (7) irrigation, 
preparation for market, namely, 
grading, bleaching, etc. Chairman 
» Sooper further stated that the com- 
mittee’ han decided to recommend 
‘that the ‘questions of marketing 
and organization be not taken up 
in open convention but that they 
be ‘considered in executive sessfon 
and that no one be allowed to be pre- 
sent at it except growers having bearing 
trees. The report of the committee was 
adopted. 
The chairman then announced that 
the first subject for the consideration of 
the convention was the selection of soil, 
Or, as he explained, what coil in the opin- 
jon of those present was best fitted for 
_walnut-growing. A. Dorman, president 
> of the Los Nietos Walnut-growers As- 
» sociation was the first to respond and in 
afew well chosen and clearly stated: 
words advised a deep rich soil. Irriga- 
tion was in his opinion beneficial up to 
the fifth year of planting, but after 
that, if the tree was planted in the soil 
best adapted to it, it would not require 
further irrigation. .. 
Maj. Bonebrake. who followed Mr. 
Dorman, said that although he might 
be ancient in years he.could not claim 
to be an ancient walnut- grower. He 
raised down on his ranch, near San 
Juan Capistrano, in San Diego county, 
good walnuts and he looked on them as 
one of the best crops that could be 
raised in Southern California. In the 
> course of his remarks he cited an inci- 
Gent which occurred on one of his trips 
east. He was paying a visit to his 
sister, who, as he said, had given. him 
dome of her money for investment. He 
mentioned to her that he had lately 
bought a small ranch out in Southern 
California for which he had paid $45,000 
and a good part of which he was going 
to plant to walnuts. When his sister 
heard that she looked at him and told 
him that she had not much faith in 
his investment and that she would like 
to call in her loan. But when he told 
her that he fully expected to get $4000 
@ year revenue from thirty-five acres 
ol walnuts she concluded that there 
were worse investments than walnuts. 
=. Maj. Bonebrake said the soil on which 
mis walnuts were growing was princi- 
pan adobe and that he irrigated copi- 
» Ously. While his soil might not ‘be so 
well adapted to walnut-growing as that 
» Of other parts of Southern California 
fe, ne claimed that he could raise just as 
ne walnuts as they could at Rivera, 
be attributed their excellence 
sereely to irrigation. Formerly he 
peda surface irrigation, but he found 
wi was prejudicial to the trees 
ae om the high lands, as the water washed 
fine dirt from around the 
roots to the valley below. He 
anerefore substituted irrigation by

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Maj. Bonebrake, made one of the most 
interesting addresses of the day: He took 
direct and vital issue with Maj. Bone- 
brake on the matter of irrigation. He pre- 
faced hisremarks by saying that walnut- 
growing was and had been for so many 
years such an interesting industry and 
pastime that he would have preferred 
to have rémained a listener rather than 
have been called on for his experience 
and views, and then stated flatly that 
he could not coincide with the views 
and expressions of Maj. Bonebrake as. 
o tle desirability or necessity of irriga- 
ion except it be during’ the first few 
years after planting. Col. Heath is the 
oldest walnut-srower in Southern Cali- 
fornia, havinr, as he said, planted out 
the first walnut trees in the State, ex- 
dobting those planted by the mission 
fathers. He said adobe soll was one of 
the best and strongest soils in the 
world, but that his experience taught 
him a deep sandy loam was still better 
so long as the water was not too near 
the roots of the tree. When, in 1858 
and 1859, he cleared the oaks off his 
ranch there was no water nearer than 
sixteen feet of the surface. After the 
oak trees had been cleared off he no- 
ticed, on examination, that the water 
was rising in the ground, and that at 
the present time it was nearer the sur- 
face than it had ever before been. This 
fact, as he stated, was a great detri- 
ment to successful walnut culture. He 
cited a case where a few years ago he 


noticed that some of his twenty-five- 
year - 


wd. trees were showing 
signs of decay at the top. He 
had all the dead tops cut off, 
but the next year the same 


branches began to die further back. 
After three years of cutting back he 
realized that he was not saving the 
tree, so he started to examine the other 
end of it, the roots.. He had his work- 
men dig down in a circle about some of 
the trees, and in every case, at a depth 
of about ten feet he found the tap root 
in water, and in every case where he 
did he found the tip of the tap root 
dead. The tree was dying from both 
ends at the same time, and, as he said, 
twenty-five acres of walnuts that were 
paying him a 3 revenue had to 
be dug up and converted into flre- 
wood. He said that if Maj. Bonebrake 
pursues his present system of irriga- 
tion it would only be a matter of time 
when he would lose every tree on his 
ranch. 

Contrasting the relative merits of the 
hard shell and soft shell, he unhesitat- 
ingly gave the preference to the hard 
shell. He said the soft shell was a 
short-lived tree as compared with the 
other, and he attributed its short ca- 
reer largely to ‘irrigation.* He cited 
the life of the walnut with its five hun- 
dred to six hundred years of age in 
France, Italyy Spain, Persia and other 
countries with its comparatively short 
life here, and then went on to say that 
the inhabitants of those countries were 
wise enough to leave a good thing 
alone and not force the growth of the 
tree beyond its natural capabilities. In 
Italy they don't expect any fruit un- 
der ten years from planting from the 
seed, in Spain fourteen years, and in 
France they think they are doing well 
if they get a crop in sixteen years 
planted from the seed; while in South- 
ern California the tree is forced by un- 
natural irrigation to give a crop in 
eight years or less. He said the cli- 
mate was precocious enough without 
adding thereto other inciting proper- 
ties. Before concluding his remarks he 
again referred to +h shells and soft 
Shells, and said that already in his 
grove .the latter were giving unmis- 
takable signs of premature death. 
Some of them had died when 9 years 
old, and had been replaced, and 
the oldest of them, which were 16 years, 
‘although bearing splendidly, were dy- 
ing by dozens, and the only reason for 
it, the only one he could see or find, 
was that the tap root had struck wa- 
ter and had commenced to rot. It was 


this that caused the top branches to 


die, The stroke of death seemed to go 
straight from the foot to the head. 
As a walnut- grower and one largely 
interested in their success in Southern 
California he advised all those who 
were about to plant walnuts to exam- 
ine carefully their subsoil,.and if there 
was any possibility of the tap root 
1 water to plant something 
else, 

In answer to questions Col. Heath 
said the process of death was slow, but 
he knew of no way of arresting it. On 
descending from the platform Col. 
Heath was heartily applauded, 


When Col. Heath had concluded, 
Frank E. Kellogg of Goleta arose and 


said that he desired to correct a state- 
ment made by Col. Heath in reference 
to the planting of the first walnut 
-trees in California. He said that Col. 
Heath was laboring under an error in 
this matter, and went on to say that 
his (Mr. Kellogg’s) father planted out 
a number of walnut trees in Napa 
county in 1846, and which were in full 


beari at the ¢ime that Col. Heath 
plant his out in Santa Barbara 
‘county. 


Col. Heath said he was glad to have 
his error corrected, but, as he was igno- 
rant of what Mr. Kellogg had just 
stated, and that the fact had never 
been, so far as he was aware, reported 
to the State Board of Horticulture, he 
might be pardoned for not knowing it. 

At this moment Chairman Davis 
arose and said that the noon hour was 
approaching, but as the question of 
soil was evolving some interesting dis- 
cussion, he did not wish to take up the 


next subject on the programme until | 


others had expressed their views. He 
therefore suggested that some one 
move an adjournment for an hour or 
two, when the subject of soll could be 
further considered. Acting on his sug- 
gestion, recess was taken until 1:30 p.m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On calling the convention to order for 
the afternoon session, Chairman Davis 
suggested that it would be well for 
some one from each locality to state, if 
even briefly, his experience in regard 
‘to walnut growing so that each and all 
micht learn something of what others 
were doing. William Crawly of Pla- 
centia was the first to respond. He 
said he had fifty acres in six-year- 
old trees, and twenty acres in 
older trees. He advised irrigation in 
dry years, but not later than June. His 
experience was that the soft-shell wal- 
nut was a more profitable’ crop than 
the hard-shell. He sold his crop last 
year to the Germain Fruit Company of 
Los Angeles, and it had given satisfac- 
tion. The walnut wants the best kind 


of soil. Especially was this true at the 


present day when, on account of the 
vere competition in prices of forei 
fruit only the very best fruit could fin 
a sure market at profitable prices. if 


the best varieties were planted, and 1 


soll best fitted for the growth of th 
‘walnut, he said that good retu 

could be obtained on the investmen 
notwithstanding foreign competition 
and the present low duty on the foreign 
article. He claimed that in sections 
where strong winds ‘prevailed in the 
spring months that the walnut was a 
safer crop than the orange because it 
could not be blown from the tree. In 
His locality the water was thirty. feet 
from the surface so they had nothing 
to fear from excess of water around 
the roots.

He examined many of the nuts and 
found that in many cases the kernel 
on one side would be sound and well 
developed, whereas the other halfof it 
would be black and shriveled and noth- 
ing to it. 
Frank E. Kellogg of Goleta, spoke of 
the relative merits, from his experience, 
of the hard shell and the soft shell wal- 
nuts. He d there were really two 
kinds of soft shells, one of which he 
termed the “improved soft shell.” He 
could not account for this latter va- 
riety, which he said was growing in his 
grove, unless it be that the pollen of 
the soft shell while in blossom was 
blown to the blossom of the hard shell, 
or vice-versa. He went on to say that 
this improved soft shell was a superior 
nut in every respect to either of the 
other two varieties. At eight years of 
age they had given him an everage of 
64 pounds of nuts to the tree, and at 
fourteen years of age had yielded an 
average of 150 pounds to the tree. He
